I am sure you will agree that a tenet of journalism that must be respected is to quote 
accurately. On page 10, The Fortnightly Review, issue 15 July 1958, is an article

there is reference to a column written by Mr. Herb Graffis that appeared in the 
Chicago Sun-Times of 3 June 1958. This column by Mr. Graffis is introduced in 
your article by saying “We are quoting the article verbatim.” 


The fact is you did not quote verbatim Secon t in his comment Mr. Graffis asecih- 
cally referred to an article POSTGRADUATE TRAINING THROUGH EXTEN- 
SION COURSES that appeared in the May 1958 issue of ORAL HYGIENE. The 
name of our publication was deleted and the vague reference “‘a journal” substituted. 
Perhaps this omission was not purposeful; the result in any case was an indefinite, 


inaccurate statement. One does not expect this kind of journalism in the professional 
field. 


I am, of course, delighted to know that the article and editorial from May ORAL 
HYGIENE, to which Mr. Graffis referred, pleased you as “an example of what we 
hope our new public relations program, under Julian Jackson Associates, will 
accomplish.” 


It is difficult, however, for me to reconcile the heading “OUR PUBLIC RELA- 
TIONS PROGRAM PAYS DIVIDENDS” with the facts in the case. To whom 
does “our” refer? I approve wholly of the objectives of the public relations program 
of the Chicago Dental Society and wish the undertaking unlimited success. I dis- 
approve strongly, though, of anyone or any organization taking credit for an accom- 
plishment where credit is not deserved.

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Avoiding Complications in Oral Surgery*

ollowing vain hopes for an expedient 

panacea, surgery in dentistry has 

emerged from an era of empirical 
methods. Problems in oral surgery, like 
any other phase of patient care, are com- 
mon to all operators no matter how expe- 
rienced they may be. There are no special 
instruments, drugs or techniques that will 
prevent any and all complications and 
the need for surgical intervention may 
lead to successful and appreciated serv- 
ice, or to mutilation, accident and morbid 
complication. The significance of the lat- 
ter can be appreciated if we realize that 
a mistreated patient not only reflects un- 
favorably upon the individual that took 
care of him but the entire profession as 
well. It is well then for us to analyze the 
pitfalls in oral surgery and the habits of 
practice which may tend to prevent com- 
plications. 

In general there are five complications 
that we wish to avoid: 1) Hazards to 
the safety of the patient; 2) technical 
blunders; 3) invasion of adjacent vul- 
nerable zones of anatomy; 4) infections; 
5) stormy recovery periods. In analyzing 
these problems we find that most of them 
are the result of omissions and errors 
seen as short-cuts in technique and dis- 
regard for surgical principles. In pre- 
operative management they are omissiqns 
and errors in diagnosis, in patient evalua- 
tion, and in treatment planning. In the 
operating phases they arise from disre- 
gard for surgical principles, from uncon-

trolled forces and from careless handling 
of tissue. In the postoperative period they 
arise from neglect in supervision and lack 
of proper direction of the patient. 

The prevention of these major sources 
of trouble may be achieved within prac- 
tical limits by fundamentals of: 1) a 
constant awareness of the essentials of 
diagnosis; 2) an effective treatment plan 
respecting the principles of surgery; 3) 
diligent postoperative management. 

Knowing that principles are easy to 
talk about and fight for but very difficult 
to live by, let us look at the routine habits 
of practice that will help us to include 
these essentials for the prevention of com- 
plications. 

Successful surgery is not expedient but 
rather follows a pattern through pre- 
operative management, operative pro- 
cedure and postoperative’ supervision. 
The routine of a brief, careful evaluation 
of the patient will disclose obvious haz- 
ards to surgery and will in addition con- 
tribute to the diagnosis which can never 
be an arbitrary rapid decision, but rather 
the end product of facts and impressions 
from three sources: 1) history; 2) exami- 
nation; 3) laboratory aids which include 
x-rays. Without the facts coordinated 
from these three sources we may be 
sadly misled by a single symptom, im- 
pression or x-ray. 

The taking of a history, even though 
brief, is undoubtedly one of the most 
neglected routines in office practice and 
yet it is one of the most valuable safe- 
guards we have against complications to 


-patient safety. To start anesthesia and 
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surgery on a new patient without any 
knowledge of past medical history or 
present reserve is an unjustified risk. A 
history puts the patient’s complaint into 
its proper perspective and is essential for 
our goal -of accurate diagnosis. In office 
work it is only practical to abbreviate the 
medical history to just a few screening 
questions or to a printed questionnaire 
which only takes a few moments but they 
may be the most important moments of 
the day. Discoveries of underlying sys- 
temic disease, allergies or bleeding tenden- 
cies indicate the need for further investi- 
gation but will preclude any pitfalls 
to elective oral surgery. 

Following the taking of a history a 
thorough examination of the oral cavity 
constitutes one of our first responsibilities 
in the maintenance of oral health. We 
must keep in mind that this examination 
includes all hard and soft tissues between 
the lips and the pharynx. In years gone 
by the dentist looked at the teeth, the 
physician looked at the throat and the 
balance of the oral cavity was in “no 
man’s land.” It is a natural tendency un- 
fortunately for dentists to concentrate 
upon the teeth and to neglect the rest 
of the oral cavity. Not only does such 
neglect reflect unfavorably upon the indi- 
vidual but the entire profession as well. 
It takes again just a few moments to 
cultivate the habit of inspecting the lips, 
buccal mucosa, palate, tongue, floor of 
the mouth and the pharynx. In so doing 
we may discover conditions far more im- 
portant than the trouble that brought the 
patient to our office. Patients periodically 
return to the dental office for check-up 
and if we will give them the benefit of a 
thorough oral examination, many early 
lesions including malignancies can be 
diagnosed and adequately treated while 
the prognosis is still favorable. 

The essential need for preoperative 
radiographs should require no emphasis. 
Surgical intervention to remove a tooth 
makes us responsible for all related bone 
pathology in the area and there can be no 
short cut of neglecting x-rays no matter 
how simple the procedure may seem. 
Knowing that loose teeth can be the re- 
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sult of malignancy, jaw fracture or perio- 
dontoclasia, one cannot feel safe without 
a preoperative radiograph. In addition, 
if cancer becomes evident in an extraction 
area there is frequently dental responsi- 
bility in the mind of the patient. We need 
only consider the x-ray disclosures of 
bone pathology in the form of cysts, neo- 
plasms, odontogenic infection added to 
the structural relationships of roots and 
surrounding bone to be reminded of our 
dependence upon adequate radiographic 
It was Halstead who said, “It is the 
poor surgeon who works only with his 
hands.” Skillful techniques alone will not 
avoid complications and the closer we get 
to vulnerable zones of anatomy such as 
the maxillary sinus, infratemporal fossa, 
submaxillary fossa or the inferior alveolar 
canal, the more judicious we become. 
Greater care and delicate instrumentation 
become essential and blind force, haste 
and spasticity only invite pitfalls in these 
areas. 
Treatment plans in oral surgery are 
modified when obvious risks are demon- 
strated in preoperative evaluation. An 
upper respiratory infection may be the 
forerunning symptom of a more serious 
disease. Acute infectious stomatitis also 
contraindicates elective surgery. Knowing 


‘that-our concern is with both the safety 


of the patient and the success of the 
surgery, no elective surgery is done in the 
face of acute infection. Chronic systemic 
disease of significance to us can be classi- 
fied into cardiac, pulmonary and renal 
disease as well as hypertension, diabetes, 
allergy and the blood dyscrasias, all of 
which call for close cooperation with the 
patient’s physician. 

Most apprehensive cardiac patients 
will volunteer their status quickly, and for 
our purposes we can divide the problem 
of heart disease into two age groups, the 
relatively young and the elderly. The first 
are the rheumatic fever damaged and 
those with congenital endocardial and 
valvular defects. The problem here is 
prevention of a bacteremia which might 
produce endocarditis following extraction 
of teeth. We rely upon generous prophy- 
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lactic use of antibiotics for protective 
blood levels during and following sur- 
gery. In the older group or those with 
arteriosclerosis or hypertension, we wish 
to avoid further strain on coronary cir- 
culation and already damaged blood ves- 
sels by stress situations. These patients 
need barbiturate medication to alleviate 
apprehension as well as relatively short 
procedures keeping the amount of vaso- 
constrictor in the anesthetic solution to a 
minimum. 

The uncontrolled and usually undiag- 
nosed diabetic patient is highly sus- 
ceptible to infection and the danger of 
diabetic coma when subjected to stress. 
It also should be kept in mind that if 
epinephrine is used as a vasoconstrictor 
in the anesthetic solution it may produce 
a hyperglycemia and cooperation with 
the physician is wise to select the most 
opportune time for elective surgery as 
well as the use of antibiotics for assistance 
against infection. 

Blood dyscrasias bring to us the prob- 
lems of prolonged bleeding, the disturbed 
physiology of anemias and the depressing 
prognosis of leukemia. Any gingivitis that 
does not respond to local treatment indi- 
cates blood studies since it may be a 
manifestation of leukemia. The presence 
of anemia and its implications to anes- 
thesia and blood loss must be given full 
consideration in treatment planning. The 
story is frequently heard that a patient 
bleeds excessively following dental ex- 
tractions and by opening up vascular beds 
in bone and soft tissue, hemostasis be- 
comes a complex mechanism. The great 
majority of prolonged bleeding in these 
patients has come from excessive trauma, 
infection or hypertension which impedes 
initial coagulation or maintenance of the 
clot in the socket. The true bleeding 
tendency is rare but it can and should be 
identified -by careful history and blood 
studies. Routine and empirical medica- 
tion with vitamin K or calcium is irra- 
tional and dangerous since they may have 
nothing to do with the deficiency in 
coagulation. The diagnosis of a defective 
clotting mechanism can be accomplished 
only by laboratory studies and tests of 


bleeding time, coagulation time and other 
studies will screen doubtful patients be- 
fore surgery. No one will ever thank you 
for undertaking risks in the office and 
the individual with a severe bleeding - 
tendency requires hospital management. 
Patients frequently inform us that they 
are allergic to local anesthetic solutions 
and it is wise to believe them until proven 
otherwise. Through careful questioning 
the type of previous reactions can be 


determined and the individual can be 


safely skin tested for sensitivity. A nega- 
tive skin test is not conclusive that no re- 
action would occur if the solution were 
used but one could be relatively certain 
that a violent reaction would not ensue. 
A positive skin reaction definitely pre- 
cludes the use of the solutioz since the 
drug might provoke a reaction incom- 
patible with life. When true sensitivity is 
present another agent must be used. 

The use of ACTH and cortisone has 
become prevalent today in the treatment 
of a number of systemic diseases and the 
patient who has been on’ steroid medica- 
tion over a period of several weeks and 
comes in to us for surgery may present us 
with a problem. It is known that the pa- 
tient receiving oral steroids over a period 
of time has changes that take place in 
the pituitary and adrenal glands. In a 
time of stress they are unable to secrete 
additional hormone to meet the challenge 
and shock of a serious nature may ensue. 
When a history of steroid therapy is ob- 
tained consultation with the physician is 
indicated to ascertain if additional medi- 
cation should be given to cover the added 
stress of surgery. 

When the patient is cleared for surgery 
through possibly a very brief or quite de- 
tailed evaluation the exact treatment 
plan is outlined. Preparation for some of 
our procedures should often be both 
therapeutic and mental since people 
usually fear what they do not understand 
and if we reassuringly explain to the pa- 
tient what must be done, we promote co- 
operation and appreciation of the service 
we render. The lack of knowledge of lay- 
men shord at least prompt us to educate

COMMITTEE REPORTS 
FAVORABLY ON 
JENKINS-KEOGH BILL 


On Friday, July 11th, Chairman Wil- 
bur Mills announced that the Ways and 
Means Committee had agreed to favor- 
ably report a Jenkins-Keogh bill to per- 
mit self-employed to defer income taxes 
on money placed in retirement funds. 
This is very encouraging and represents 
considerable progress but it is no assur- 
ance that the bill will pass the House 
before adjournment. 

A PERSONAL LETTER TO YOUR 
REPRESENTATIVES AND OUR

our patients briefly to the requirements 
and benefits of our service. Good psy- 
chology often does more than drugs and 
its importance in our field is becoming 
more fully recognized. 

Premedication with rapid-acting bar- 
biturates, seconal or nembutal, to reduce 
apprehension and pain threshold is a 
beneficial and well-established practice. 
Helpful sedation with 50 to 100 milli- 
grams of demerol hydrochloride or other 
similar analgesic drugs also will add to 
the comfort of the patient. The use of 
drugs should be as specific and rational 
as possible and not given in haphazard 
routine fashion since with wise and ade- 
quate premedication the patient is well 
prepared for both anesthesia and opera 
tion. 

The technique of oral surgery starts 
with a paradox since we attempt asepsis 
in a field harboring abundant bacteria. 
Through the years the importance of in- 
strument sterilization, prevention of cross- 
contamination and delaying surgery for 
acute infectious stomatitis has become re- 
spected. Another way to help prevent in- 
fection is by careful preparation of the 
field before injections and incisions are 
made by wiping the mucosa dry and ap- 
plying topical germicides. Some will con- 
tend that these organisms are of the pa- 
tient’s own flora and that the tissues are 
immune to possible ill effects from these 
bacteria and this in part may be true since 
resistance of the surface tissues appears 


amazing, however when these same 
organisms are carried into the deeper 
tissues it may be an entirely different 
situation. Infection depends on a number 
of factors including the number of organ- 
isms, their virulence, the defense of local 
tissues, antibodies and others. It has been 
shown that if two identical experimental 
animals are inoculated with the same 
number of organisms, but just a trace of 
mucin is added to one of the injections, 
the combination of bacteria and mucin 
will produce infection whereas none may 
develop in the other. Thus it can be seen 
that the combination of oral bacteria and 
mucin from salivary secretion may pro- 
mote infection if carried into the deeper 
tissues. Hence it is a good habit to keep 
the injection field dry and to keep saliva 
out of the blood as it forms a clot in the 
socket. 

The responsibility for the choice of an- 
esthetic rests with the dentist and not the 
patient. The criteria for its choice should 
be: 1) the safety of the patient; 2) the 
success of the surgery; 3) the comfort 
of the patient—in that order of im- 
portance. Suffice it to say that no single 
anesthetic agent is best for all patients 
and that any agent must be well con- 
trolled and profound if complications 
are to be avoided. 

Efficient operating is impossible with- 
out good vision and we need access, suc- 
tion, hemostasis and good light. When it 
becomes evident during an extraction 
that bone relief, sectioning of the tooth 
or root tip recovery are necessary it is 
time to pause, look things over and plan 
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an adequate soft tissue flap for good ac- 
cess. In doing this the surrounding soft 
tissues will not become macerated and 
lacerated by blind instrumentation in 
hasty efforts. The routine should be de- 
veloped of following the principles of 
good flap design by keeping the margins 
outside the areas of bone removal and 
preserving a wide base for adequate blood 
supply. 

Since many complications arise through 
the use of excessive uncontrolled force, 
when teeth resist forceps extractions, it is 
no time to spread the stance and lean on 
them. All of us at times have regretted 
that extra pressure that has led to frac- 
tured roots or processes. Uncontrolled 
force can make any residual molar or 
cuspid a potential complication and it is 
wise to resist the temptation to add more 
force. When teeth are resistant to re- 
moval, bone can be removed with chisels 
or burs and the multi-rooted tooth can be 
sectioned to expedite extraction. Habits 
of good vision, adequate flaps and con- 
trolled force will mean efficient and care- 
ful surgery. 

When the difficult tooth has finally 
been removed it is not the time to relax 
our attention to the operative site. A 
careful inspection of the area should re- 
veal any residual fragments of tooth, 

compressed or fractured alveolar process. 

Removal of all fragments of bone and 
excision of areas that have been com- 
pressed through the use of elevators is 
indicated. It is often said that what is left 
behind leads to complications. Granula- 
tion tissue is a phase of healing but in 
periapical lesions it should be eliminated 
since these areas contain epithelium with 
cystic potential and for this same reason 
the reduced enamel epithelium around 
the crowns of unerupted teeth should 
be thoroughly removed to avoid the 
possible complication of residual cysts. 
A study of this reduced enamel epithe- 
lium at the University of Michigan 
showed that ten per cent of 200 speci- 
mens examined contained ameloblastic 
tissue. 

Before closure the contour of the 
alveolar ridge is adjusted and irregulari- 
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ties are reduced to simplify healing and 
create a more satisfactory prosthetic 
foundation. If bone is removed with 
sharp instruments it matters little whether 
chisel, rongeur, file or bone burs are used, 
since sharp instruments, fully controlled, 
affect conservative and effective bone re- 
moval. The soft tissue flap excesses are 
trimmed for it is always easier for the 
healing process to make up any slight 
deficiencies in soft tissue than it is to sub- 
mit the patient to a secondary procedure 
for the removal of exeess tissue. The flaps 
are not closed under tension and the in- 
terdental papillae may be interdigitated 
when useful, however it is not necessary 
to obtain complete closure. If the habit 
of proper flap design has been developed 
the margins will be supported by a sound 
table of bone and will not fall into ridged 
defects. Initial sutures over the crests of 
interradicular bone eliminate irregulari- 
ties and help to even the contour of the 
ridge. 

The topical use of sulfonamides and 
antibiotics has been a popular ritual and 
with the greater sources of antibiotics and 
the availability of the antihistamine 
drugs, the dangers of sensitization and re- 
actions, although still present, are not as 
serious a problem as they formerly. were. 
The fine powdered and highly purified 
forms will not interfere with healing if 


_used in small quantities and incorporated 


into the blood clot. The indiscriminate 
use of large quantities of powders, pastes 
or unsoluble materials is contraindicated 
for they will only act as a foreign body 
in the socket. 

Where there are large postoperative 
defects of bone in which we know there 
will not be primary organization of the 


entire clot we may elect to place a dress- ° 


ing or one of the foam products in the 
central dead space. Of the foam prod- 
ucts, oxidized cellulose in the form of 
Oxycel or Hemopak, although a good 
hemostatic, is contraindicated in bone 
cavities since it delays bone repair. Fibrin- 
foam is impractical due to its extreme 
pliability making it difficult to handle and 
its high cost. Gelfoam appears to be one 
of the most suitable materials but has its 
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limitations since in bone cavities open to 
the mouth the gelatin sponge may break 
down and be lost from the cavity within 
a few days. More recently, decorticated 
bone chips have been found to be very 
suitable for filling large bony defects. The 
benefits of a central absorbable scaffold 
material in large defects leads to shorter 
recovery periods with simplified healing. 

Dressings are a very controversial 
phase of postoperative treatment since 
some men dress every extraction site 
while others rarely ever dress any. A 
dressing accomplishes three things in- 
cluding the elimination of dead space, 
promotes drainage and can be used to 


_carry drugs to the site of healing. The 


decision to use a dressing should take into 
account the size of the defect, the con- 
dition of the tissues, and the healing po~ 
tential of the patient and in addition we 
must keep in mind that although a dress- 
ing may make the patient more comfcrt- 
able, it is a foreign material and will de- 
lay healing. 

Just as the preoperative mental 
preparation of the patient can be helpful 
so will an understanding of the post- 
operative course and definite instructions 
will prevent complications. Habits of 
giving both verbal and printed instruc- 
tions will aid in preventing the peculiar 
ways that patients find to get into trouble. 
Without precaution they will wash blood 
clots from sockets, use local irritants and 
get hysterical over trivial symptoms. By 
knowing what to expect and following 
suggestions to minimize pain, swelling 
and bleeding, much anxiety is avoided. 
Adequate pain control following opera- 
tion should be established through the 
use of sufficient analgesic and sedative 
medication. Postoperative swelling and 
edema can often be minimized through 
the application of ice packs and tips re- 
garding the control of bleeding should 
be given before the patient leaves the 
office. Advice regarding diet should also 
be suggested since many patients refuse 
to eat or take fluids following surgery. 

One of the more frequent causes of 
complications is the lack of follow-up 
care and observation in the more diffi- 
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cult and extensive cases. Secondary in- 
fections can be avoided by frequent ob- 
servation and supportive care until heal- 
ing has reached a point that infectious 
sequellae are unlikely. Repair and re- 
generation of large osseous defects can be 
followed by radiographs. 

We may summarize by restating the 
good habits which will do much to aid 
in avoiding complications in routine oral 
surgery: 

1) Take a good history. 

2) Do a thorough examination of all 

oral tissues, both hard and soft. 

3) Obtain adequate x-rays for the 

procedure to be undertaken as well 
as any other laboratory data indi- 
cated by history or examination. 
Prepare a treatment plan corre- 
lated with the physical and labora- 
tory findings. 

Prepare the patient for the pro- 
cedure by explaining to him what 
is necessary and what will be done 
and what he may expect as a post- 
operative course. 

Select proper premedication where 
indicated. 

Choose the proper anesthetic, re- 
membering the criteria of safety to 
the patient, success of the surgery, 
and comfort to the patient. 

Have good vision of the operative 
site through proper seating of the 
patient and adjustment of the lights 
and maintain it by proper hemo- 
stasis and the use of suction. 

Use controlled force and do not 
hesitate to section a tooth or re- 
lieve bone if it cannot be simply 
removed. 

Strive for proper closure of the 
wound which includes inspecting 
the operative site for fragments of 
bone or teeth, trimming of excess 
tissue and adequate suturing. 
Provide the patient with verbal or 
preferably written instructions as to 
proper postoperative care and fol- 
low the clinical course of difficult, 
extensive cases until such a time 
that complications are not apt to 
occur.

There 
are some 3,800 dental x-ray machines 
registered under the Illinois Radiation 
Installation Law. It is now the desire of 
the Department to gain the cooperation 
of some 2,000 dentists who would con- 
sent to wear a film badge dosimeter for 
a week to record the x-ray exposure dur- 


ing that period. Two hundred dental 
offices will receive a more thorough check 
including a dosimetric check of patients 
and also hygienists. If you can and will 
participate it will be a very real service 
to the Department and to the profession. 

This is a strictly voluntary program. 
There will be no expense incurred by 
participants.
